Nor did it say what had become of several 
dozen people reported to have been kidnapped by predominantly 
Christian rightist gunmen in the Damour area on the coast south 
of Beirut. Muslim militia sources told Reuters at least 60 civilians 
were abducted in the Damour incident.

PLO rejects reports

AMMAN i Agencies) — An off- 
icial Palestinian spokesman in 
Tunis has denied news reports say- 
ing that Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) Chairman Yasser 
Arafat criticised the Soviet 
Union's stance towards the sit- 
uation in northern Lebanon. On 
Tuesday, the Egyptian newspaper 
Ai Masa’ quoted Mr. Arafat as 
saying Moscow has changed its 
policy of supporting the PLO and 
was now siding with Damascus in 
the inter-Palestinian conflict in 
Tripoli, north Lebanon, where 
Mr. Arafat is besieged by Syrian- 
backed rebels. The spokesman 
said the reports are groundless, 
and Mr. Arafat did not make any 
statement on the issue. 
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Tripoli ceasefire holds 
as factions await talks 


TRIPOLI, Lebanon (R) — Warring sup- 
porters and opponents of Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat held their fire around this nor- 
thern Lebanese port Tuesday as they awaited 
a team of Lebanese negotiators for detailed 
disengagement talks. 


The negotiators, part of a 
25-man team which went to Dam- 
ascus Monday, will attempt to fill 
in the gaps in a baudi-Syrian pac- 
kage for peace between the rival 
groups. 

The package calls for a cea- 
sefire. the supervised withdrawal 
of ail Palestinian forces from the 
Tripoli area and a start to political 
dialogue between Mr. Arafat, cha- 
irman of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). and his 
byrian-backed opponents. 

The ceasefire has generally 
held, but the two sides have off- 
ered different interpretations of 
the withdrawal clause. 

Aides to .vlr. Arafau sur- 
rounded in Tripoli by the rebels, 
said Tuesday their opponents 
could stay in two refugee camps 
north of here only if they rec- 
ognised vlr. Arafat as PLO cha- 
irman. 

But the rebels, who captured 
the Baddawi and Nahr Al Bared 
camps in heavy fighting earlier this 
month, have given no indication 
they would be prepared to do this. 

Mr. Arafat has suggested that 
an Arab peace force supervise the 
disengagement, while former 
Lebanese Prime Minister Rashid 
Karami. a Tripoli politician who 
heads the 25-man committee now 
in Damascus, said Monday the 
force would be wholly Lebanese. 

One Arafat aide, who asked not 
to be named, said the outcome of 
the talks depended to a large ext- 
ent on the health of Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez Al Assad, who fell ill 
two weeks ago. 

.Mr. Assad appeared on tel- 
evision on Sunday bui there has 
been no official word of him lea- 


ving hospital. 

The aide said the Syrian pre- 
sident's apparent absence from 
the decision-making process was 
making the rebels and their Syrian 
sponsors more vulnerable to ext- 
ernal pressures. 

A Saudi envoy. Deputy Nat- 
ional Guard Commander Abdul. 
Aziz Tuweijari. arrived in Dam- 
ascus Monday to follow through 
the Saudi-Syrian peace plan. 

Mr. Arafat said another Saudi 
envoy was due in Damascus Tue- 
sday but he did not name him. 

His aide said uncertainties 
about Mr. Ass3tTs health seemed 
to have thrown the rebels off bal- 
ance though Mr. Arafat himself 
said they were bringing new tro- 
ops into the Tripoli area. The mil- 
itary situation was still critical, the 
PLO leader added.

lhe Soviet daily Pravda Tue- 
sday urged the PLO to work for 
unity and co-operate more closely 
with Syria. 

Arab diplomats said Moscow 
was shifting from a position of 
neutrality in the PLO feud tow- 
ards stronger support for Dam- 
ascus. 

Pravda said the PLO. wracked 
by conflict between Syrian- 
backed rebels and forces loyal to 
vlr. Arafau had the full backing of 
the Soviet Union in its battle aga- 
inst Israeli and American policies. 

“Its weight will be all the gre- 
ater. the more it can strengthen 
and make permanent its internal 
unity... and its co-operation with 
the national-patriotic forces of the 
Arab World and above all Syria,"

Differences reported as

When they met Monday. Mr.

Me Gemayel had sought ass- 
urance that the peace-keeping 
contingents from Jialy. the United 
States.

GCC fails

RlY ADH (Rj — Interior minister 
of the six-nation Gulf Co- 
operation Council i GCC) Tue- 
sday ended talks here after failing 
to agree details of a proposed joint 
security pact. 

An official statement on the 
two-day meeting said a committee 
of experts had been asked to meet 
within two weeks to discuss details 
of the pact “in preparation for its 
adoption.” 

Saudi Arabian Interior Minister 
Prince Nayef Ibn Abdul Aziz told 
reporters Monday night: “There 
were no obstacles, but differences 
in views." He said the draft agr- 
eement was being revised but dec- 
lined to give further details. 

Officials said Kuwait had rej- 
ected certain clauses which would 
allow security forces to pursue 
suspects up to 20 kilometres into 
the territory of another stale. 

They said these clauses had 
been revised but apparently wit- 
hout meeting Kuwait's demands. 
Kuwait said last year that such 
provisions would violate its sov- 
ereignty and constitution.

Corruption charges against Lambsdorff spark crisis 


BONN (R) -• The state pro- 
secutor in Bonn said Tuesday he 
would bring corruption charges 
against Economics Minister Otto 
Lambsdorff. a move that could set 
off a major crisis in Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl's centre-right gov- 
ernment. 

A prosecuting office spokesman 
also said that Hans Friderichs. eff- 
ectively head of the country’s sec- 
ond biggest bank, had been cha- 
rged with accepting bribes from 
the Flick industrial concern while 
he was economics minister from 
1972 to 1977. 

Mr. Friderichs and Mr. Lam- 
bsdorff are suspected of accepting 
bribes from the Flick concern on 


behalf of their liberal Free Dem- 
ocratic Party |FDP} from Dec- 
ember 1975 in return for tax con- 
cessions. the prosecutor said. 

Tuesday's announcement fol- 
lowed a two-year investigation 
into the affair. 

Two former senior executives of 
Flick, one of West Germany' s big- 
gest industrial conglomerates, also 
faced bribery charges, the pro- 
secutor said. 

Social Democratic tSPDj opp- 
osition leader Hans-Jochen Vogel 
immediately called for Mr. Lam- 
bsdorff s resignation. 

The spokesman. Johannes Wil- 
helm, said the prosecutor had 
asked .for a lifting of the 56- 


year-old Lambsdorffs par- 
liamentaiy immunity so that the 
charges could be brought. 

Mr. Lambsdorff. who has held 
office since he succeeded Mr. Fri- 
derichs in 1977. is the first inc- 
umbent West German minister to 
face criminal charges. 

.Mr. Wilhelm said there was no 
basis to believe that .vlr. Lam- 
bsdorff or Mr. Friderichs had enr- 
iched themselves through pay- 
ments. “ We are not supposing any 
self-interested behaviour in this 
sense," he added. 

An Economics Ministry spo- 
kesman said .Mr. Lambsdorff den- 
ied any wrongdoing and would 
announce his plans at a press con- 


ference in the next couple of days. 

The prosecutor's ann- 
ouncement came as Chancellor 
Kohl began talks in Bonn with 
right-wing Bavarian leader Franz 
Josef Strauss, who heads the Chr- 
istian Social Union tCSU]. the 
secoad biggest partner in Lhe 
centre-right coalition. 

In Brussels, where he was att- 
ending a meeting of European 
Community industry ministers. 
Mr. Lambsdorff refused comment 
on the prosecutor's ann- 
ouncement. 

Asked by reporters whether he 
would resign, he said: “I will 
comment on lhat in Bonn and not 
in Brussels.” 


‘Sea Wolf’ downs Exocet in trials 


LONDON (R) - • Britain has for 
the first time shot down a low- 
flying anti-ship missile with ano- 
ther missile, destroying a deadly 
French Exocct in sea trials, def- 
ence experts said Tuesday. 

A Sea Wolf missile fired from a 
destroyer shot down a sea- 
skimming Exocet off the coast of 
Wales last week, the Defence Min- 
istry revealed. 

The French-built Exocet, which 
skims three metres above the 
waves at Soil kilometres an hour, 
sank two British ships during last 
year's Falkland Islands war. 

“Il is the first time as far as i 
know when a missile has shot 
down another missile al low 
level,*’ naval consultant Captain 
Roger Villa r. one of Britain's lea- 
ding experts on sea weaponry, .told 
Reuters. The Americans have 


.shot down missiles at high altitude 
and Soviet capabilities are not 
fully known. 

Iraq has recently bought Exocct 
missiles from France for use in the 
three-year Gulf war against Iran, 
which has threatened to cut off oil 
‘supplies to the West if its ins- 
tallations are hit. Britain does not 
sell arms to either side. 

The Sea Wolf, guided to its tar- 
'get by an automatic ship-based 
radar system, is the only missile 
developed in the West specifically 
to knock out other low-level mis- 
siles. 

** We regard this as a tre- 
mendous achievement,” said 
stale-owned British Aerospace, 
makers of the missile, “there is a 
lot of interest round the world in 
Sea Wolf and this will only add to 


iL" 


Neither of the two ships sunk 
nor two damaged by Argentine 
Exocet missiles in the South Atl- 
antic carried Sea Wolf, first dep- 
loyed in service in 1 979. 

“ We always knew in theory that 
Sea Wolf could shoot down an 
Exocet but this actually proves it.” 
said tape. Villar. The weapon's 
guidance system has recently been 
improved to prevent it being def- 
lected by radar beams bounced up 
from waves. 


The Defence Ministry said the 
Exocct was destroyed at the limit 
of the Sea Wolfs range, five kil- 
ometres from the ship that lau- 
nched it. The ministry did not say 
whether the launching destroyer 
would have been hit by the Exocet 
if Sea Wolf had failed. 


U.S., Soviet teams hold START session 


GENEVA i Ri — ■ Soviet and U.S. 
.negotiators held a planned session 
on intercontinental nuclear arms 
here Tuesday, six days after Mos- 
cow walked out of separate talks 
on medium-range missiles in Eur- 
ope. 

The meeting, which lasted three 
hours and in minutes, was one of 
the longest since the talks began in 
June last year. Us duration seemed 
to indicate that Moscow wanted to 
keep some bilateral contact with 
Washington on nudeararms con- 
trol, at least for the time being. 

The Soviet Union last week 
broke off the medium-range mis- 
sile talks in protest against the arr- 
ival of the first of 572 
intermediate-range American 


weapons due to be deployed in 
Western Europe from nexc month 
as a counter to similar Soviet roc- 
kets already in place. 

Viktor Karpov. Moscow's del- 
egation leader at the strategic 
talks known by the acronym 
" START," told reporters after 
Tuesdays meeting there was no 
progress and he blamed the Uni- 
ted States. 

The two sides declined further 
comment. But NATO diplomats 
said earlier they could not detect 
any signs that the Soviet walkout 
from the medium-range talks 
would prevent the START neg- 
otiations from continuing until a 
normal pre-Christmas recess. 

The START negotiations 


would normally be expected to 
recess next week if the two sides 
keep to the established rhythm of 
■breaking for two months after 
negotiating for two months. 

But NATO diplomats here bel- 
ieve Moscow might try to put 
more pressure on Washington by 
refusing to agree lo a resumption 
date. 

Although the Kremlin agreed to 
keep talking about the long-range 
strategic weapons next Thursday, 
Mr. Karpov's comments on lea-, 
ving the U.S. mission gave no hint 
of any rapprochement on points of 
substance. 

Washington has proposed that 
the two superpowers reduce the 
number of warheads they have on 


long-range missiles from about 
N.500 each to 5.1KW. Moscow’s 
position calls for J.,XUU launchers . 
each, including weapons based on 
submarines and carried by bom- 
bers. 

The underlying dispute is over 
which type of arms should be cut 
back most severely. The Ame- 
ricans are strongest in weapons 
carried by submarines and bom- 
bers, while Moscow wants to def- 
end its superiority in land-based 
missiles.

Bui they said the coalition adm- 
inistration. in power since March 
19X2 under Prime Minister Mus- 
tafa Cagatay. will slay in office 
until the formation of a con- 
stituent assembly. 

The new slate’ s president. Rauf 
Denktash. intends that the old 
40-seat parliament should dis- 
solve and sit instead as a con- 
stituent assembly, which will draw- 
up a new constitution to be fol- 


lowed by parliamentary elections. 
His independence declaration 


on Nov. 15 was unanimously app- 
roved by the parliament, but the 
communal Liberation Party, with 
i i seats, and the Republican Tur- 
kish Party with six. are opposed to 
Mr. Denktash’s plans. 

Sources in the two leftist parties 
say they fear a new constitution 
would contain restrictions on 
some freedoms and give Mr. Den- 
ktash more power.

Attempt on Afghan general’s life reported 


ISLAMABAD »Rj • Afg- 
hanistan’s defence minister, a fre- 
quent target for Muslim guerrillas 
and rivals within the ruling Com- 
munist Party, appears to have esc- 
aped an attempt on his life. Wes- 
tern diplomats said here Tuesday. 

1 hey quoted unconfirmed rep- 
orts from their embassies in Kabul 
as saying Li.-Gen. Abdul Oader' 
was reported to have been shot at 
on Nov. in while arriving at his 
Kabul home from work. 

Die diplomats stressed they had 
no confirmation of the attempt but 
cited a high number of reports 
from usually credible sources 
about it. 

Gen. Oader. a member of the 
Communist Party's Parcham 
(flag/ faction led by President 
Babrak Karma!, was treated in 


hospital in May after his deputy 
from the rival Khalq i masses i fac- 
tion assaulted him during a dis- 
pute over a defence policy. 

His helicopter came under gue- 
rrilla fire in Oaober while trying 
to land near his native Herat in 
western Afghanistan and Western 
diplomats said he later moved his 
family from Herat to the relative 
safety of the capital. 

Gen. Oader has had a che- 
ckered career, playing a key role 
in both the 1973 coup which ous- 
ted KingZahir Shah and the 1 V7.M 
coup which brought the com- 
munists to power. Soviet troops 
entered Afghanistan in December 
1 97V to prop up the party against 
attacks by Muslim guerrillas. 

Hie diplomats also reported an 
increasing number of political kil- 


lings in Kabul, both by guerrillas 
and rival party members. They est- 
imated there were now about 2ti 
to 3iJ such murders a week. 

Guerrilla groups in . Peshwai 
said Kabul had become inc- 
reasingly dangerous for party 
members but could not confirm 
the diplomats' estimate. 

Rivalry between the staunchly 
pro-boviet Parcham faction and 
the more nationalist Khalqis fed to 
fighting between the two groups at 
the Kabul police academy on Nov. 
14. the diplomats said. 

Although the boviet and Afg- 
han anny offensive against gue- 
rrillas in the Shomali Valley north 
of Kabul appeared to have ended, 
the rebels still made sporadic att- 
acks on military posts which were 
followed by retaliatory air strikes.

Meanwhile, two guerrillas have 
been executed for killing Afg- 
hanistan’s former deputy tra- 
nsport minister in Kabul Iasi Nov- 
ember. state-run Radio Kabul 
said.

It said they shot Noor Moh- 
ammad Daiyly behind a cinema in 
Kabul, and also killed a law stu- 
dent during a gunfight with sec- 
urity forces as they tried to escape.

Israel reportedly arrests 
45 in South Lebanon 


Si DON. Lebanon iR) — Israel 
arrested about 2u people in sou- 
thern Lebanon Tuesday, two of 
whom had been released from the 
Ansar detention camp. Lebanese 
security sources said. 

It brought to 45 the total of new 
arrests since Israel released more 
than 4.000 Lebanese and Pal- 
estinian detainees, mostly from 
the Ansar camp south of here, in a 
deal last week with the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation, the sou- 
rces said. About seven of the 45 
had been at Ansar, they added. 

Ihe arrests followed the dis- 
covery of arms and ammunition 
caches in the Sidon area and the 
discovery of a bomb in the Tyre 
urea, the security sources said. 

Ihe sources said the five were 
former inmates of a detendon 
camp at Ansar, south of here. 


which was emptied under the deal 
to secure the release of six Israeli 
soldiers held by the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation tPLOi. 

An Israeli military spokesman 
here, asked to comment on the 
report, said he had no knowledge 
of the re-arrest of any fonner 
Ansar detainees.

Senior Iranian official 
visits scene of French

Several hundred revolutionary 
guards went to Lebanon last year 
to join Palestinian, Syrian, and 
Lebanese Muslim forces fighting 
the invading Israeli army. Their 
closest links are with Lebanese, 
bhi’ite guerrillas who support 
Iran's Islamic revolution. 

Israel and France said their att- 
acks two weeks ago were aimed at 
bases used by the Shi'ite gue- 
rrillas. alleged to have carried out 
suicide bomb attacks on U.b.. 


French and Israeli military hea- 
.dquarters in Lebanon last month 
and earlier this month. 

Iran has expressed approval of 
the bomb attacks, in which hun- 
dreds of soldiers died, but denied 
it had any part in them. 

Mirsalim travelled to byria last 
Friday on a mission partly aimed 
at negotiating a settlement bet- 
ween warring Factions of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
i PLO) in the north Lebanese port 
of Tripoli.

They regarded this illegal act as 
a challenge to the international 
community and demanded ihe 
implementation of the relevant 
UN. resolutions on Cyprus. 

At this critical moment for a 
member country of the Com- 
monwealth. heads of gov-- 
ernment... pledged their renewed 
support for the independence, 
sovereignty, territorial integrity, 
unity and non-alignment of the 
Republic of Cyprus and in this 
respect, they expressed their sol- 
idarity with their colleague the 
president of Cyprus. 

They agreed to establish a spe- 
cial commonwealth action group 
on Cyprus at high level to assist in 
securing compliance with Security 
Council Resolution 541.

AMMAN — This week represents 
the last chance to see the ext- 
remely interesting and inf- 
ormative exhibition at the British 
Council entitled “Concerning Bui- 
~1 dings: Conservation in Great Bri- 
tain.” Consisting of around 6U pla- 
tes, each complete with several 
black and white and colour pho- 
tographs and drawings of exa- 
mples of various buildings and a 
short explanatory text, it is a long 
and detailed display buL one which 
is well worth the trouble of seeing. 
The first of the nine sections of the 
exhibition starts off with an att- 
empt at answering the question: 
“What is an Historic Building?"' 
In a series of punchy statements 
aided by photographs of app- 
ropriate buildings, it lists that it 
can be a “work of art,” an “orn- 
ament", a “symbol," an “essential 
element" in a tow ns cape, or a 
“nostalgic survivor" adding at the 
end that it can be all of Lhese but 
“nevertheless a problem". 

Section two: “The Past in the 
Past” deals briefly with con- 
servation in Lhe past, from the 
Middle Ages to the I¥th century. 


Jordan under the leadership of His 
Majesty King Hussein, and den- 
ounced all attempts to threaten 
this unity.

The motives for retaining a bui- 
lding might be sentimental to mai- 
ntain link with the past; or they 
might depend on its quality as a 
work of an: but they can seldom 
ignore economics. Buildings are 
made for use and unless they con- 
tinue to fulfill a purpose their exi- 
stence must be seriously que- 
stioned. There is nothing new in 
this; buildings have generally been 
capable of adaptability, changing

The burden has indeed become heavy on the government to take 
sole claim for legislation, executive powers and ensure the well-being 
of every Jordanian citizen, in a ipanner compatible with genuine 
democratic practices but without compromising the Kingdom's int- 
ernal security, social progress and stability. 

External dangers and threats, and unprecedented challenges, too 
have contributed to the need for elected representatives of die people 
to share in decision- making and protecting collectively our ach- 
ievements. 

There is every sign that any genuine desire for progress on our part 
Hill be rewarded with achievement. There is no lack of evidence that 
Jordanian citizens are responsible enough to handle their rights pro- 
perly and that this society is capable and willing to run its affairs 
efficiently and correctly. And there is not the slightest doubt that all of 
us will work tirelessly and sincerely to build a stronger political 
structure for ourselves and a better future for the coming generations. 

This country has bad its shareof suffering from regional instability 
and upheavals — and it still agonises over what the future might hold 
for os. But this can only add to our determination to take in stride 
what Is in store for us — regardless of the challenges. 

The bolding of elections may look extremely difficult at a stage when 
the West Bank remains under Israeli occupation, when the Israeli 
government maintains and works on the assumption that Jordan is 
Palestine, when the Damascus regime steps up its attempts to des- 
tabilise us. and at a time when not everything is all right with our : 
economic balance and outlook. LogisticaOy, legally, socially and pol- 
itically therefore the task of calling elections for a new lower boose of 
parliament looks indeed complicated. 

But is it? Is there not, for precisely these reasons, an added impetus 
— and a host of incentives as well — to proceed quickly along the 
surest way of facing the threats, and difficulties, as one man who is 
free, dignified and responsibte?If Jordan's major pre-occupation 
today is a challenge, let us see its dimensions together. If it is just 
another problem, let us discuss it in the open and freely. If it is a 
threat, let' us take the responsibility jointly, to confront if And if it is 
the most difficult and crucial stage in our lives, let us live, and pass 
through it in healthy national style, and all be proud of our effort. 

Whatever it is that we are up against, let democracy and equal 
rights be our new and strongest weapon. Let us bury someof our woes 
in the ballot box and make it the symbol of our confidence. Let us soon 
cast a vote for more, continuous and irreversible national progress.

Washington thinks Moscow is after intimidation

WASHINGTON — Soviet leader 
Yuri Andropov s plan to step up 
■nuclear deployments was' des- 
cribed by Reagan administration 
officials Friday as part of a cam- 
paign of fear intended to halt new 
U.S. missiles going into Europe. 

They said the Soviet moves, 
which apparently include dep- 
loying nuclear missile submarines 
closer to the United States, came 
as no surprise to Washington and 
could prove to be a political mis- 
take. 

Most of the counter-measures 
announced Thursday by Mr. And- 
ropov following Moscow's sus- 
pension of Geneva negotiations 
on limiting medium-range missile* 
were part of a SovjeL military bui- 


ldup already in full swing, the off- 
icials said. 

Mr. Andropov said the Soviet 
Union had decided to abrogate a 
19, SI freeze on deploying SS-2U 
missiles aimed at Western Eur- 
ope. accelerate preparatory work 
for new missiles in East Germany 
and Czechoslovakia, and deploy 
missile systems “in oceans and 
seas” that would directly threaten 
U.S. territory. 

The Soviet president said, the- 
systems to be deployed at - sea 
would be “ adequate to the threat” 
posed by the U.S. Pershing-2 and 
cruise missiles going into Europe 
from next month. 

U.S. officials said the moves, 
repeatedly threatened in advance 
of last week's Soviet walkout in’. 
Geneva, were likely to backfire 
against Moscow both militarily 
and politically if they were earned 


out. 

The officials believe that Mos- 
cow was most disturbed by the 
prospect of the Pershing-2 mis- 
siles, 1(18 of which are to be dep- 
loyed in West Germany starting 
next month. • 

Since these missiles would be 
able to reach Soviet territory To 
around Iff minutes, Mr. And- 
ropov was clearly implying that 
Soviet submarines would be sta- 
tioned near enough to- the U.S. 
coast lo put American targets wit- 
hin the same flight time. 

Bur one official told reporters 
that the Soviet Union was already 
making such submarine dep- 
loyments, "so there is no qua- 
litative change.” 

Defence experts also said Soviet 
submarines were noisy compared 
to American oaes and were vul- 
nerable to detection when they 


feave the comparative safety of 
distant ocean waters to come dose 
to U.S. shores 

Military analysts say the United 
States has - long led the Soviet 
Union in anti-submarine warfare 
techniques. 

This was dramatically spo- 
tlighted recently when a Soviet 
submarine in the Atlantic became ' 
entangled in U.S. detection gear. 
The vessel was damaged and eve- 
ntually towed to Cuba for repairs. 

Responding to Mr. Andropov’s 
announcement that Moscow was 
ending its freeze on deploying 
triple-warhead SS-2U missiles. 
-U.S. officials said that a freeze had 
never been imposed. 

They said the Soviet Union had- 
continued lo deploy the missiles at 
the rate of about one a week thr- 
oughout the two-year-old Geneva 
negotiations. The missiles iiow 


total 243 in Europe and 1 i 7 in the 
Asian part of the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Andropov’s threat to speed 
up deployments- of short-range 
missiles in Eastern Europe was 
also discounted. 

•‘They are in the process of 
modernising their short-range sys- 
tems." ati official said, “and I 
think the view, of military spe- 
cialists in the administration is that 
these developments would have 
taken place in any event." . 

He said it was difficult to point 
. lo any Soviet action that would not 
have occurred regardless of whe- 
ther the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation (NATO) had car- 
ried through its plan iq deploy 1 Off 
Pen>hing-2s and 4&4 cruise mis- 
siles. 

" •'The problem is the Soviets 
have a tremendous military mom- 
entum.** the official said. "It's not 


as though, in the absence of the 
rNATOj deployments, the Soviet 
Union would not be moving ahead 
on a broad front. They would.” 

U.S. officials also said the Sov- 
iet walkout at Geneva was likely 
to harm Moscow’s "peace cam- 
paign” in Western Europe, where 
there has been strong public opp- 
osition to the new U.S. missiles. 

The administration has said it 
expects Moscow eventually to 
resume the negotiations. Soviet 
negotiator Yuli Kvitsiosky told 
reporters that Lhe Geneva talks 
had been '•discontinued.” with no 
date set for a resumption. 

But Mr. Andropov appeared to 
harden the Soviet position in his 
statement Thursday, saying Mos- 
cow considered further par- 
ticipation impossible now that the 
first U.S. missiles have arrived in 
^ est uennany and Britain. 



W, Germany: Life after the Pershings are deployed

TWO POSITIVE experiences and 
a query arise from the Peace Mov- 
ement's week of demonstrations 
in which an estimated three mil- 
lion Germans took to the streets. 

They demonstrated in support 
of disarmament and against the 
deployment of new U.S. missiles 
in the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many. 

First, and despite the inc- 
reasingly serious nature of the dis- 
pute over how external peace is to 
be preserved, domestic peace was 
not breached. 

The political system of the sec- 
ond German republic has shown 
maturity in its ability to handle 
conflicts outside parliament. 

Second, the old consensus on 
security policy is on the way oul 
There seems to be a change of 
mind extending beyond the peace 
week. 

It is a change the government 
cannot afford to ignore in the long 
run. unless, that is. it is determined 
to return to the opposition ben- 
ches in the Bundestag. 


The query is what will happen 
when the first missiles have been 
deployed and the Russians have 
quit the conference table. 

The non-violence of the week of 
demonstrations was indeed, as 
Social Democrat Hans-Jochen 


Vogel put iu" A great step forward 
in the political culture of our dem- 


ocrat 


aw. 

Politicians and officialdom were 
expecting the worst in view of 
memories of the 1968 . extra- 
parliamentary opposition. 

Besides, both sides had made 
provocative statements that made 
tempers flare up beforehand. 

■ Hotheads in the peace mov- 
ement threatened to make the 
country ungovernable if missile 
modernisation went ahead and to 
oust the government and end the 
present set-up by holding a gen- 
eral strike. : 

Hotheads on the other side acc- 
used the Peace Movement of 
being fifth column of Moscow’s 
and an anti-peace movement and 
of practising social sabotage. 

Verbal escalation was not fol- 
lowed by corresponding deeds. 


Never before has Germany wit- 
nessed such imaginative forms of 
protest. . ■ 

The police have come to realise 
that it is not just a rerun of the 
1968 unrest and that a new gen- 
eration is having its say in a new 
way. 

Not for nothing has Sir Richard 
Attenborough’s Oscar-winning 
"Gandhi" been such a box office 
success this year. 

The government is somewhat at 
a loss on how to deal with the phe- 
nomenon. Chancellor Kohl con- 
tinues to argue that his election 
victory Iasi March gave him a clear 
mandate in favour of the NATO 
dual-track decision. 

But opinion polls invariably tell 
a different tale. About two Ger- 
mans in three are in favour of the 
Federal Republic remaining in 
NATO, but an equal number are 
opposed to the deployment of 
medium-range U.S. missiles in 
Germany. 

In the long term this is a fact the 
Chancellor's Office wiU be unable 
lo brush aside or ignore. 

This brings us to the second 


point, the change of mind, which is 
arguably even more important. 

Adenauer s policy toward the 
Soviet Union and other nei- 
ghbouring countries lo the east 
could not in the long run be rec- 
onciled with the wishes and needs 
of people in this country. 

The same applies to the current 
security policy. Until a few years 
ago a majority of the public sho- 
wed scant imerest in NATO doc- . 
trines and the defence budget. Nol 
any longer. 

The change is due in part to the 
public debate in Washington on 
whether a limited nuclear war 
could be waged. 

Germans grew keenly aware 
that members of the Reagan adm- 
inistration were referring not to 
Alaska or the Sahara but lo nuc- 
lear hostilities in Europe. 

This awareness has accelerated 
a change of which the most str- 
iking expression has been SPD 
leader Willy Brandt’s ‘no* to dep- 
loyment at the final rally. 

Two years ago. when the first 
peace rally was held in Bonn. Soc- 



ial Democrats who took part were 
accused by SPD leaders of bet- 
raying Chancellor Schmidt. 

The SPD’s latest move could be 
the first step in the direction of an 
alternative security policy based 
on defensive weapons and a def- 
ensive doctrine: 

So where do we go from here? 
For political parties the answer is 
dear. They must respond to the 
doubts felt by the general public 
and draw up alternative concepts. 

Merely going ahead with the 
current doctrine is no longer eno- 
ugh, especially when it leads to the 
deployment of a weapon former 
U2>. Defence Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara has said is miiuarily 
pointless. 

Hie mere desire for peace may 
not be a policy, as Bavarian Pre- 
mier Franz Josef Strauss rightly 


says, but constant escalation of the 
arms race isn’t one either. 

The Peace Movement will need 
to prepare mentally for the day on 
which deployment begins. Wea- 
pons that are installed can be dis- 
mantled and even scrapped. 

Neither resignation nor fru- 
stration. leading to violence, is in 
the interest of the change of mind 
that is the prerequisite for a new 
policy. 

One can but warn against the 
political day-dreaming of those 
who have visions of a general str- 
ike despite the lessons of history. 

Patience and (he ability to bide 
one’s time arc essential, especially 
if the Peace Movement bears in 
mind that disarmament, as Carl 
Friedrich von Weizsackerput it, is 
without historical parallel.

Portuguese president submits 
to Socialist pressure on the army

LISBON After a prolonged 
trial of strength with Prime Min- 
ister Mario Soares. President 
Antonio Kamaiho Lanes has rel- 
uctantly dismissed an old comrade 
from his post as army chief of staff. 

Soldier- President Eanes. him- 
self an army general, finally yie- 
lded four months after the 
Socialist-Social Democratic gov- 
ernment first asked for the ouster 
of Gen. Garcia dos Santos soon 
after it took office. 

lhe outcome is seen as con- 
solidating civilian control of the 
military in this young democracy 
june and a half years after the 
armed forces overthrew a right- 
wing dictatorship which had lasted 
nearly half a century. 

A compromise formula on the 
choice of military leaders resolved 
an issue which but for restraint on 
both sides: the presidency and the 
govemmenL could have provoked 
political tensions and unrest in the 
military hierarchy. 

vlost political commentators 
agreed with a presidential spo- 
kesman's statement that Mr. 
Eanes gave way in the national 
imerest and that the military con- 
sented to the decision, which was 
taken after the president had con- 
sulted service chiefs. 

Gen. dos Santos. 48, is an old 


army comrade of Gen. Eanes and 
was the president' s own choice us 
head of the army. He played u 
prominent role in the April 25 
revolution of J 974 in assuring key 
communications and was reg- 
arded as one of the last left-wing 
revolutionary officers in high- 
command. 

President Eanes. whose loyalty 
to his revolutionary comrades is 
well-known, found it difficult to 
accede to the government's req- 
uest when first made, pointing out 
that the government gave no rea- 
sons and had not consulted in adv- 
ance. 

Bui he did not contest the gov- 
ernment's right to make the req- 
uest. and in the end Prim© Min- 
ister Soares agreed to a com- 
promise formula that future top 
military appointments should be 
based on mutual agreement bet- 
ween the presidency and the exe- 
cutive. 

However, many Portuguese 
were puzzled because only a few 
days before Gen. Garcia dos San- 
tos was finally dismissed the pre- 
sident had refused to accept his 
offer to resign after the National 
Defence Council has rejected the 
chief of staff s candidate for the 
north Portugal army command. 

President Eanes explained this 
by saying that lhe maintained his 
confidence in Gen. dos Santos, 
while continuing to seek an acc- 


eptable solution to the dispute. 
Ibis came after a letter from Pre- 
mier Soares agreeing to a com- 
promise formula suggested by 
President Eanes. 

l’he president has since rec- 
eived party leaders to explain his 
final decision, lhe strongest rea- 
ction came from Communist Parly 
Secretary-General Alvaro Cun- 
hal. who accused the government 
of an "undemocratic act” in get- 
ting rid of Gen. dos Santos. 

ITie rightist weekly Tempo, 
which has close links with the 
army, said that contrary to left- 
wing claims there was complete 
stability and serenity among the 
military leadership after Gen. dos 
Samos's dismissal. 

Tempo praised President Eanes 
for what it culled an action cha- 
racteristic of his attitude during 
seven years of office, a -derision 
dictated in the national interest at 
a lime when the country faced 
grave economic difficulties-. 

"It marks a decisive phase of 
national life in the framework of 
democratic rules and the ins- 
titutionalising of the civil regime, 
with great benefit to the couQtry 
and society.” Tempo said. 
Socialist leader Soares has alw- 
ays denied that there is any con- 
frontation between himself and 
President Eanes, saying: " We res- 
pect each other’s prerogatives" 
But both are strong-willed men 


in u system where the president 
and the government are elected 
separately and in which at one 
lime President Eanes dismissed 
Mr. Soares as prime minister dur- 
ing a crisis in his minority gov- 
ernment in I97.H. 

In a constitutional revision last 
year the president lost some of his 
key powers, including the right to 
appoint an armed forces chief of 
staff. At the same time the armed 
forces had to bow out of their 
remaining political role when the 
Military Council of the revolution 
was dissolved. 

Most officers now regard the- 
mselves as part of a professional 
force al the service of the nation 
and of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation iNATOj of which 
Portugal is a founder member. 

On Friday, the armed forces 
chief of staff. Gen. Melo Egidio. 
pledged the military's dependence 
on the nation's civilian political 
power. At a ceremony in Beja 
commemorating the crushing of a 
left-wing military revolt eight 
years ago. he said a new national 
defence las demonstrated that the 
armed forces were “a disciplined, 
united, no-party corps with a high 
ethical sentiment in the carrying 
out of their duty." 

President Eanes. who as an 
army officer led loyal troops who 
put down the rising, attended the 
ceremony.. 


Jesuits told to shun 
partisan politics

RO MB l he new leader of the 
Jesuits said Friday that he is telling 
the order's 26.UOO members to 
stay out of partisan politics but to 
continue to work for social justice. 

The Rev. Peter-Huns Kol- 
venbuch. in his first news con- 
ference since his election Sept, 13. 
also said that the Jesuits will work, 
for peace but cautioned that their 
contribution may be small. Pope 
John Paul II often has criticised 
the Jesuits’ for their secular trends 
and involvement in politics. 

Father Kolvcnbach. a 54- 
year-old Dutch scholar, has been 
described as a strong supporter of 
the pontiffs traditional views on 
^church doctrine and discipline. 

“At the practical level it is very 
clear that the service of the faith is 
expressed in the promotion of jus- 
tice and peace in the world." Fat- 
her Kolvenbach said: He spoke in 
the same hall where he was elected’ 
at the Jesuits' headquarters near 
the Vatican. 

On Centra! America in par- 
ticular. Father Kolvenbach said-. 
" Hie intention of ail bishops, pri- 
ests and religious living in that dif- 
ficult part of the world is to help 
people leave their poverty. They 
have to contribute to this struggle 
for justice by being priests, by 
being religious." 

But he noted that John Paul has 
warned priests not to align the- 


mselves with specific political par- 
ties. and added. “I tell them exa- 
ctly the same thing." 

Concern over Jesuit inv- 
olvement in politics prompted the 
pope to appoint his personal del- 
egate to run the independent 
order temporarily in 1 *W 1 , when a 
stroke incapacitated » Superior 
General PedrO Arrupc. 

Father Kolvenbach said the rule 
against joining political parties 
applies ‘‘normally.'' but he did not 
specify when such an alignment 
would be acceptable. 

ITie new superior also repeated 
some of John Paul's criticism of 
religious orders in general. Father 
Kolvenbach said they were ''sac- 
rificing prayer for activity that is 
too simply humanitarian" and 
“adopting socio-political modes 
of behaviour that are determined 
by criteria that are not always 
evangelical in nature.” 

As for the question of world 
peace. Father Kolvenbach said: "I 
think that we can only give a small 
contribution. Bui I can assure you 
that a small contribution to peace 
wilf be given.” 

Father Kolvenbach was quick to 
point out that he believes the dir- 
ection in which father Arrupe led 
the order was correct. "The road 
entered on by the order some 2(1 
years ago. a road vigorously ind- 
icated to us under the leadership 
of Father Arrupe. was indeed the 
right way to follow." he said.

Needless to say there should be 
no reason for the butt of these rat- 
her ludicrous jokes to take offense 

- its all for the sake of. ent- 
ertainment. And were we to bel- 
ieve eversthing the silver screen 
had to tell us, one would be living 
in a world where every Eng- 
lishman was cold and une- 
motional. every Frenchman sno- 
bbish and overbearing, and every 
American uncultured. But we are 
all mature enough to differentiate 
between fact and fiction, or at 
least we should be. 

And yet. the derision with 
which the Middle East and its inh- 
abitants are regarded has crossed 
the border of make-believe and 
planted itself in reality. The Arab 
is now associated with his show 
business brother. His manner of 
dress is scoffed at. his religion mis- 
interpreted to the extent where it 
borders on the paganistic. He is 
treated in a manner which ranges 
from awe to a* total lack of respect. 
His mere appearance brings forth 
such phrases as "dumb Arab" and 
"stupid Bedouin" as easily as 
"hellow Sam" and "godd mor- 
ning." 

And though the West realises 
that a stereotype is just a ste- 
reotype and bears Utile or no res- 
emblance to the "real thing", it 
would seem that the Arab is fust 
becoming the exception to the 
rule. 

For the sake of fairness it is only 
proper to say that a great many 
Arabs are welcomed with open 


arms when they venture out of the 
desert into the wild, wild West. 
They are treated with as much - 
hospitality as there is to offer. And 
if a Westerner doesn't take the 
Arab by the shoulders and plant 
several kisses on his cheeks in 
rapid succession, it is noL due to 
any lack of warnuh; just a dif- 
ference in customs. And if he. 
doesn't interrupt your meal every 
five minutes to plead with you to 
uy this or this or that, or heaps 
your plate with second and third 
helpings, it’s because he assumes 
you feel welcome enough to fill 
your own plate at your own lei- 
sure. 

So could it be that the Arab 
feels he is being mistreated when 
his age-old practices of hospitality 
and courtesy are not being obs- 
erved; this feeling* breeding res- 
enmeru which in turn causes him 
to retreat into a haughty shell of 
indifference. And with barriers up 
on both sides, isn’t the gap which 
exists between the two worlds 
made harder to breach. 

.Maybe so. but that doesn't exp- 
lain why Arab students who were 
surveyed in the New York met- 
ropolitan area expressed a strong 
conviction that they were being 
discriminated against at both the 
administrative and student body 
levels. To be more explicit, N7 per 
cent said that they had been dis- 
criminated against on the basis of 
either race or religion at one time 
or another. They claimed they 
were denied access to many uni- 
versity programmes including the 
family senate. 

One Arab student said that 
while holding funeral services for 
the victims of the Sabra and Sha- 
lila massacres, the Arab students 
were surrounded by members of 
the university's United Jewish 


Society. He went on to describe 
how a fist fight broke out between 
the two groups as soon as the rea- 
ding of the Qur'an was over. The 
dean of students of this particular 
university said that the fight was 
not caused by any religious dif- 
ferences but because someone had 
photocopied pictures of Men- 
achem Begin and tattoed a swa- 
stika on the Israeli, leader* s for- 
ehead. The pictures were found - 
taped to almost every tree on 
campus. 

Other incidents cited vary in 
both intensity and frequency. 
Some seem lo be mini replicas of ' 
what's going on on the real bat- 
tlefields. Others are simply rid- 
iculous- But the effect is still the 
same - bad blood on both the 
Western and Eastern fronts. 

There* s no smoke without fire, 
or so they say. but just what- is the 


spark that has caused this flame to 
bum so incessantly? Is it the corn- 
slant strife that plague the Middle 
East? 

Or is U the fact that a con- 
siderable amount of Arabs are 
very wealthy and that they pour 
into the West every summer by the 
thousands spending their cash 
with'a touch of the frivolous? Buy- 
ing things in a manner that strikes 
a vivid contrast io a world that's in 
the economic pits. 

Maybe it's just the basic dif- 
ferences between the two sides of 
the world and it's peoples that is 
the real root of this problem. It ■ 
must be a daunting experience for 
a Westerner to find himself faced . 
with someone who cannot speak 
his language without an accent 
permeating itself into every other 
sentence — something made even 


worse since he cannot retaliate in 
kind and answer in Arabic. 

• A nd the fact' that V ’I n Shallah’s" 
instead -of computer printouts 
hold more strength in business 
deals, which are made with one of 
the parties dressed in a thob rather 
than the conventional three-piece 
suit and tie. and are sealed with a 
cup of strong Turkish brew rather 
than a more inebriating beverage. 

Or that five times a day. the hus-~ 
tie and busde of ihe 20 th century 
'must come to a slop while the 
Arab devotes some of his time to 
more basic, and in his eyes,- more 
gratifying.- things. And ail the 
Westerner can do is stand by and 
wait till he returns back to a more* 
materialistic world. 

Unfortunately the differences 
are not tew and far between and 
even an Arab newspaper cannot 


afford the space it would take to 
list them-ail. In the end we tend to 
_ react as all . human beings do ■ 
when.faced with an alien breed of 
people in an alien atmosphere. We 
clutch at our own cherished and 
stable traditions like a lifeline and 
view, anything different with a 
wary eye. 

And by only allowing ourselves 
to note the differences, we are bli- 
nded to the one common ground 
that we do share. That we are all 
human beings who when stripped 
of everything civilisation has to 
offer are best with the same basic 
needs, drives and fears. 

For though we have each cla- 
imed some distinct parr of this 
earth as our own and adapted it to 
suit us accordingly, it's nev- 
ertheless the same earth. - -Arab 
News. Jeddah. 


Egypt fights to kick the ‘maaiesh’ habit

CAIRO With a series of TV 
advertisements, the government is 
attacking the maddening, deeply 
ingrained habit of Egyptians to 
pass off any inconvenience, ine- 
fficiency or other irritation wiih 
the Arabic Phrase maaiesh. 

Hiere is no precise translation 
lor maaiesh into English, or any 
other language for that matter. In 
English, it might be ‘never 
mind - or don't worry.' in French 
tarn pis, in lialian.pnc/e/rra. and in 
t jcrmun. mac hi nidus. 

But in Egypt, maaiesh is used in 
a much wider context than any ot 
these phrases. 

For instance, an Egypriun who 
has just stepped on your toe or 
spilled a drink on you might con- 


sole you with tnaalesh. It might be 
heard from.somepne who just put 
had initialed the campaign, which 
a deni in your new car. or the.dry 
cleaner who just ruined your best 
silk dress: 

Maaiesh reflects the belief of 
many Egyptians in fatalism and in 
the inevitability of what is 'written 
in the stars.’ Some blame Lhe maa- 
iesh attitude for many, of the social 
and economic ills of Egypt. 

“It’s the enemy living with us. 
holding up our progress. As a nat- 
ion which wants to progress, we 
have to demolish maaiesh chants 
a well-known singer in a 30- 
second l*V advcrusemenL part of 
the three-month media campaign 
which was started in October. 

“ lhe word maaiesh is an insult 
in our. face." said .Ms. Sarnia 


sadek.-the dynamic director of 
Egypt's government-controlled 
television, in an interview. She 
said President Husni Mubarak 
also focus public attention on hea- 
lth. cleanliness, family planning, 
and traffic regulations. 

I'he television has used car- 
toons. puppets and well-known 
actors and put them in funny and 
sarcastic situations in the iti-bti 
second advertisements. Around 
six to eight advertisements are 
shown daily on the two !*V cha- 
nnels. around prime time: 

One advertisement criticises 
throwing garbage .from windows 
into streets, another explains the 
necessity to adhere to traffic reg- 
ulations. still another criticises 
deafening honking and noise on 
the streets- 


vis. Sadck said the campaign 
"concentrated" on the younger 
generation because it was easier to 
instil correcL behaviour in them 
than lo change altitudes of older 
people. 

Schoolchildren seem to enjoy 
cartoons, including one picturing <i 
stone sculpture of the word mua- 
lesh and a . small man vainly chi- 
pping -away m it. l*hey can also be 
heard humming the jingles. 

Nearly half of Egypt's 45 mil- 
lion inhabitants watch some six 
million I V sets, and the campaign 
has raised both praise and cri- 
ticism among them.

China's entry into international 
racing was made possible when it 
joined the governing body of 
world motor sports, the Paris- 
based international Motor Sport 
Federation (FlSAj. in October. 

CSMA Secretary-General Qi 
Jincheng told Reuters earlier this 
year that a Peking Grand Prix was 
a distant dream. 

But Chinese motor sports off- 
icials have now begun looking at 
ways of adapting a race track at 
Laoshan. in Peking's western sub- 
urbs, for Formula Two racing. 

The winding, five-km t three 
mile] Laoshan circuit, varying 
from In to 40 metres i yards? in 
width, has a good surface. It is only 
used for motorcycle competition 
because there is currently no form 
of car racing in China. 

Oi said Phil Taylor. Executive 
Director of the Hong Kong Aut- 
omobile Association, had told him 
the Peking circuit was better than 
that used in the Macao Grand 
Prix. which is narrower and uses 
public roads in built-up areas.

Commonwealth commends 
sportsmen who resist S. Africa 


NEW DELHI iK; Com- 
monwealth leaders Tuesday pra- 
ised sportsmen who had resisted 
"massive financial inducements" 
to play in South Africa. 

ITiey urged sportsmen not to be 
misled by recent changes in bouih 
African sport. 

A communique made available 
by officials at the end of the Com- 
monwealth summit said the lea- 
ders "reaffirmed their com- 
mitment to uphold, in both spirit 
and letter, their 1977 Giencagles 
Declaration on sporting contacts 
with bouth Africa." 

The Commonwealth agreed 
unanimously at Gleneagles in Sco- 
tland five years ago to discourage 
contact and competition between 
Lheir sportsmen and org- 
anisations. teams or individuals 
from south Africa. 

“Recognising that spon in 


south Africa cannot become gen- 
uinely multi -racial until apartheid 
itself is eliminated, they urged all 
Commonwealth sportsmen not to 
be misled by recent changes in 
south African sport." the com- 
munique said. 

It added: "Heads of gov- 
ernment noted that, as a result of 
the sporting boycott, bouih Africa 
had resorted to a strategy of mas- 
sive financial inducements and 
they commended the many Com- 
monwealth sportsmen and sports 
bodies who have resisted these 
blandishments." 

The communique said the lea- 
ders noted with satisfaction that 
the Commonwealth Games Fed- 
eration had amended its con- 
stitution “to enable it to fulfil its 
■obligations wUh regard to the 
tileneaglcs Declaration more eff- 
ectively in future."

Thailand announces tax package 

BANGKOK (R) Thailand Tuesday announced a package of 
■tax measures including the country's first levy on foreign travel 
and higher import duties on some raw materials. The finance 
minister said the measures, which take effect immediately, were 
aimed at boosting government revenues by V billion baht <S39U 
million}. He said the exit tax to be imposed on Thais would be 5UU 
baht iS22) when they leave by land, and double this for airport 
departures. Only clergymen and Thais leaving to .work in the 
Middle East would be exempted , he said. He also announced local 
excise tax on foreign liquor. 

Boots increases profits by 24% 

LONDON (Agencies) — Boots L'o. said pre-tax profit rose 24 per 
cent to £65.1 million iSy5.4 million} in the fiscal first half from 
£52.3 million i S76.7 million j a year earlier. Sales rose 10 per cent 
in the period to £K24 million from £74R.9 million a year earlier. 
The U-K. drugstore chain and pharmaceutical maker said after- 
tax profit rose 22 per cent to £41.9 million from £34.4 million in 
the fiscal first half of I9K2. In its industrial division, Bools said 
earnings were helped by " an excellent contribution” from its U.S. 
unit. Boots Pharmaceuticals Inc. Pre-tax profit in the industrial 
division totalled £31 million, up from £25. N million a year earlier. 
Boots said. 

Indonesia’s industrial growth drops 

JAKARTA iOPECNA) Indonesia's industrial growth rate 
declined sharply from 10.2 per cent in 1931 to 1.2 per cent lust 
year, according to .Mr. Tuk Setyohadi, secretary general of the 
department of industry. He said it was the first time since the first 
five-year development plan was launched in 1969 that the ind- 
ustrial growth rate had fallen behind that. of overall economic 
growth, which was 2.25 per cent in 1 932.

S TOCKHOLM i Agencies) — Esselte. the Swedish office supply, 
graphics and packaging group, nearly doubled pre-tax earnings 
for the half-year ending September. Profits before exchange dif- 
ferences and extra-ordinary items rose from SKr 75m to SKr 141 
( SI 3m} on sales up 21 per cent at SKr 3.6b. 'The group forecasts 
profits for the nine months ending December — when it will shift 
to a calendar year — will grow from SKr 1 96m to SKr 270m on i 6 
per cent higher sales of SKr 5.Xb.

Soviet Union is 
studying prices 
of oil exports 

MOSCOW (K) — The Soviet Union is reconsidering 
the way it calculates the price of oil exports to its 
allies hut at present is still charging them below 
world market rates, Comecon officials in Moscow 
said Tuesday. 


A spokesman lor the com- 
munist trading alliance denied 
West Germao reports that the 
Kremlin had already revised the 
pricing system and was forcing 
East European states to pay more 
than the Western spot market 
level. 

But he told Reuters that the 
Soviet foreign trading authorities 
were now discussing possible cha- 
nges which would come into effect 
at the start of the next five-year 
plan period in 1936- 

rhe spokesman and other off- 
icials contacted at Comecon hea- 
dquarters refused to elaborate, 
but informed EasL Euoropean 
sources said Moscow was likely to 
present its new pricing policy to a 
summit of Comecon leaders exp- 
ected early next year. 

The price and level of Soviet oil 
supplies is one of the most sen- 
sitive issues within the lu-member 
trading group. 

A bitter dispute on the issue 
between Moscow and Romania 
was behind the cancellation of 
plans to hold the summit last May. 

The Soviet Union has tra- 
ditionally based the price of its oil 
supplies to Eastern Europe on the 
average world market rate for the 
previous five years. 

It takes payment mostly in the 
form of finished products or raw 
materials. 

There are fluctuations in the 
charge made to each country, but 
the price at present is roughly equ- 
ivalent to S25 a barrel. 

Romania, which is becoming 
increasingly dependent on Mos- 
cow for supplies, is excluded from 
the scheme and has to pay for most 


of its supplies in hard currency at 
levels close to the Western spot 
rate. 

W est oerman economists spe- 
cialising in Soviet affairs recently 
published reports saying Moscow 
had apparently changed the sys- 
tem and was now basing its cha- 
rges on the average world level of 
the previous three years. 

This calculation would have 
made supplies to Eastern Europe 
in 193J roughly lit per cent more 
expensive than the current cost of 
oil in the West. 

ITiis is not the case. The Soviet 
pricing system has not been cha- 
nged at all and remains as it always 
was. h will remain the same for the 
duration of the present (1931- 
1935} five-year period." the 
Comecon spokesman said. 

Other Comecon officials said 
any future changes in the system 
would have to take account of 
changes in the world market rate. 

East European sources said any 
new system was likely to peg the 
Soviet price much more closely to 
the world market rate. 

Moscow at present delivers 
around 90 million tonnes of oil a 
year 1 1.3 million barrels per day: 
to its Comecon partners. 

Last year it went back on a ple- 
dge to maintain supplies at 1930 
levels and it cut them by in per 
cent. At the same time it began 
selling much greater quantities' on 
Western markets for hard cur- 
rency. 

Its sales to the West have been 
running at around 1 .4million bar- 
rels per day for most of this year, a 
3n per cent increase on the rate of 
sales in 1932.

Nakasone 
says Japan 
needs him 

TOKYO iK,- — Prime .Minister j 
Yasuhiro Nakasone. faring a gen- 
eral election next month, said j 
Tuesday Japan needed him to 
maintain its international cre- 
dibility. 

He was forced to dissolve par- 
liament and call the election Mon- 
day because the opposition blo- 
cked parliamentary business fol- 
lowing a corruption scandal inv- 
olving former Prime .Minister 
Kakuei Tanaka, one of his main 
political backers. 

" If we lose the election, then the 
credibility of Japan and the party 
will go down." Mr. Nakasone told 
officials of his ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party iLDP). 

He was clearly trying to extract 
maximum advantage from the 
image of statesmanship he pro- 
jected during visits this month by 
President Reagan and other lea- 
ders. 

A great deal of Japanese tel- 
evision time was devoted to sho- 
wing Mr. Nakasone in friendly but 
earnest communion with Mr.

ENUGU, Nigeria i R) - ■ Six peo- 
ple. among them an American and 
a Briton, survived after a Nigeria 
Airways Fokker F-2S crashed 
Monday short of the runway at 
this eastern city and burst into 
flames.

Nigerian lawyer Qiu 
Adewunmi. said h was only his 
daughter shouting "daddy” that 
forced him to leap out of the 
plane. 

The other two known survivors 
were the Ghanaian pilot and a 
Right attendant. 

There was no immediate exp- 


lanation for the crash, but Mr. 
Adewunmi said the pilot had inf- 
-ormed passengers during the 
5o-minute Right from Lagos that 
visibility was poor at hnugu. 

“Shortly after we heard the 
plane was about to land we not- 
iced it zig-zag and that was it." he 
said. 

Vice President Alex Ekwueme 
said in a special television address 
he had sent condolences to the 
relatives of the dead on behalf of 
President Shehu Shagari, cur- 
rently in New Delhi for the Com- 
monwealth summit meeting. 

Officials have not disclosed the 
identities of the victims killed in 
the crash on one of the busiest 
domestic routes in Nigeira linking 
the capital with the major com- 
mercial and industrial centre of 
the East. 

Chile’s human 
rights negative
